The committee met, pursuant to notice, at 10 o’clock a.m. in room 
2172, Rayburn House Office Building, Hon. Ileana Ros-Lehtinen 
(chairman of the committee) presiding. 

Chairman Ros-Lehtinen. The committee will come to order. Be- 
fore we begin today’s markup and hearing, I would like to ask my 
colleagues and all who are joining us today to please stand for a 
moment of silence to honor United States Ambassador to Libya, 
Chris Stevens, Foreign Service Information Management Officer 
Sean Smith, and two other fellow Americans killed in Libya yester- 
day. [Moment of silence.] 

Please be seated. I know I speak for all of the members of our 
committee when we say that our prayers go out to their families 
and their friends. They died in service of our Nation, and we are 
forever grateful. They risked their lives to help the people of Libya 
free themselves from the oppression of Ghadafi and rebuild their 
nation. Yet on a day marking the 11th anniversary of the deplor- 
able attacks against our Nation on September 11, 2001, radicals 
chose to attack and kill our diplomats in Benghazi. 

Similarly, I would like to take this opportunity on behalf of our 
committee to thank the men and women serving in our Embassy 
in Egypt, who also came under attack yesterday by those who con- 
tinue to seek the support of, and assistance from, the United 
States. Let us be clear, there is no justification for the murder of 
our diplomats and attacks on our Embassies. We have nothing for 
which to apologize. We must ensure that the perpetrators of this 
recent round of 9/11 attacks are held accountable. Thank you, la- 
dies and gentlemen. 

And before we begin today’s hearing, pursuant to notice, the com- 
mittee meets to consider H.R. 6313 sponsored by our colleague, Mr. 
Ealeomavaega. It is a bipartisan measure to promote peaceful and 
collaborative resolution of maritime territorial disputes in the 
South China Sea. Without objection, all members may have 5 days 
to submit statements and extraneous material on this bill for the 
record. According to the expedited procedures sent to all member 
offices yesterday, we will now move immediately to adoption of the 
bill.

2 f ives of idle United States <)f Arner ica in Congress assemibled, 

3 SECTION 1. FINDINGS. 

4 Congress finds the following: 

5 (1) The South China Sea contains vital com- 

6 mercial shipping lanes and points of access between 

7 the Inihaii Ot'ean and Pacific Oc'eaii and provddes a 
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1 maritime lifeline to Taiwan, Japan, and the Korean 

2 peninsula. 

3 (2) (Ihiiia, Vietnam, the Philippines, Taiwan, 

4 Malaysia, and Bixinci have disputed tcrritoiial 

5 claims over the Spirath^ Tslaiids, and Gliina, Taiwan, 

6 and Vietnam have disputed tcrritoiial claims over 

7 the Paracel Islands. 

8 (3) In 2009, the Government of the People’s 

9 Pepublic of Gliina introduced the 9-dotted line (also 

10 known as the Cow Tongue line) to officially claim 

1 ] most of the 648,000 sipiare miles of the South 

12 China Sea, more than any other nation iiivoKed in 

13 these territorial disprates. 

14 (4) Mthough not a party to these disputes, the 

15 United States has a national economic and security 

16 interest in maintaining piear'e, stability and pros- 

17 perity in East Asia and ensuring that no party 

18 threatens or uses force unilaterally to assert mari- 

19 time territorial claims in East Asia, including in the 

20 South China Sea, the East China Sea, or the Yellow 

21 Sea. 

22 (5) The Association of Southeast Asian Xations 

23 (ASEAN) has promoted multilateral talks in dis- 

24 pmted areas ffithoiit settling the issue of sovereignty. 
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1 (6) In 2002, ASEAN and (diina. signed a De(‘- 

2 laratioii on the Conduct of Parties in the South 

3 (diina Sea. That decdaration ('-onirnitted all parties to 

4 those tciTitorial disputes to “rcaffimi their respect 

5 for and commitmeiit to the freedom of navigation in 

6 and ovcrtlight above the South Gliina Sea as pro- 

7 vided for by the universally recognized principles of 

8 international law”, and to “resolve their territorial 

9 and jurisdictional disputes by peaceful means, with- 

10 out resorting to the threat or use of force”. Yet, in 

11 September 2010, tensions were raised in the East 

12 China Sea off of the Senkaku (Diaowtai) Islands, 

13 a territory under the legal administration of Japan, 

14 when a Chinese fishing vessel deliberately rammed 

15 Japanese Coast Guard patrol boats. 

16 (7) The (lovernmeiit of the People’s Ivej)ubli(‘. of 

17 China deliberately heightened these tensions by mak- 

18 iiig a series of diplomatic protests, including on one 

19 occasion summoning the fJapaiiesc Ambassador after 

20 midnight, by threatening “further repercussions” if 

21 Japtan did not immediately release the Chinese ship 

22 captain involved in the collisions, and by eneour- 

23 aging anti-Japanese demonstrations in Chinese cit-

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1 (8) On Pebriiaiy 25, 2011, a frigate from (ilii- 

2 na’s na\y fired shots at 3 fishing boats from the 

3 Philippines. 

4 (9) On March 2, 2011, the Govcmnicnt of the 

5 Philippines reported that two patrol boats from 

6 China attempted to i-am one of its surveillance ships. 

7 (10) On May 26, 2011, a maritime security ves- 

8 sel from China cut the cables of an ex};)loration ship 

9 from Vietnam, the Pinli Minh, in the South Cliina 

10 Sea in waters near Cam Banh Bay in the exclusive 

] 1 e('<)n<)mi('- zone of Vietnam. 

12 (11) On May 31, 2011, three Chinese militaiy 

13 vessels used gims to threaten the crews of four Viet- 

14 namese fishing boats wliilc they were fishing in the 

15 waters of the Traoiig Sa (Spratly) archipelago. 

16 (12) On Jime 3, 2011, Vietnam’s Foreign 3Iin- 

17 istiy released a statement that “Vietnam is reso- 

18 lutely opposed to these acts by China that seriously 

19 violated the sovereign and jurisdiction rights of Vdet 

20 Nam to its continental shelf and Exclusive Economic 

21 Zone (EEZ).”. 

22 (13) On June 9, 2011, three vessels from 

23 China, including one fishing vessel and two maritime 

24 se(‘.iirity vessels, ran into and disabled the (‘.ables of 
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1 another exploration ship) from Vietnam, the Viking 

2 2, ill the exclusive economic zone of Vietnam. 

3 (14) On June 13-14, 2011, the (xoveriiment of 

4 Vietnam held a live-fire military exercise on the 

5 uninhabited island of Hon Orig, 25 miles off the 

6 coast of Vietnam in the South Gliina Sea. 

7 (15) On June 25, 2011, Chinese Peoples’ Lib- 

8 eration Army Major General (Ret.) Peng Guangqian 

9 stated in a television interview that “China once 

10 taught Vietnam a lesson. If Vietnam is not sincere, 

] 1 it will receive a bigger lesson”, adding that “If Viet- 

12 nam continues to act tough, play with the kmfe, 

13 sooner or later it will get cut.”. 

14 (16) On -June 26, 2011, the Chinese news agen- 

15 cy Xinhua announced that Cliina and Vietnam had 

16 agreed to hold talks on how- to resolve conflicts aris- 

17 ing from a sovereignty dispute over the South China 

18 Sea after a June 25 meeting in Beijing between Dai 

19 Bingguo, the senior Chinese official in charge of for- 

20 eign affairs, and Vietnamese Vice Foreign Minister 

21 and Special Envoy TTo Xu an Son. 

22 (17) It W'as reported, on June 17, 2011, that 

23 the Philippines remov'ed a string of wmoden markers

3 (18) On June 23, 2011, Seeretaiy of State Hil-

6 tei'mincd and eoimnittcd to supporting' the defense 

7 of the Pliilippines.'b 

8 (19) Philippines Poreigii Secretary del Rosario 

9 stated that the Philippines is a small countiy, but is 

10 “prepared to do what is necessary to stand up to 
] 1 any aggressive ardion in our baehjrird”. 

12 (20) The United States, on June 23, 2011, 

13 stated that it was readv^ to provide hardware to mod- 

14 ci'iiizc the military of the Philippines. 

15 (21) The United States and the Philippines 

16 (•ondiicted (‘ombined naval exercises in the Siilu Sea., 

17 near the South China Sea, from June 28 to July 8, 

18 2011 . 

19 (22) On June 17, 2011, China disiratehcd one 

20 of its largest patrol ships, the Haixun 31, on a vw-- 

21 age through disputed areas of the South China Sea 

22 in a deliberate show of force en route to a port of 

23 call in Singapor-e. 

24 (23) Cliina/s offidal media stated that the sail- 
ing route of the Haixun 31 in the South Cliina Sea

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1 was determined to protecit its “rights and sov- 

2 ereigiity”. 

3 (24) A sp()kesx)ers()n for Singapore’s ilinistrj^ of 

4 Foreign Affairs pointed out, on June 20, 20ii, that 

5 “as a major trading nation, Singapore has a critical 

6 interest in anything affecting fi'cedom of navigation 

7 ill all international sea. lanes, including those in the 

8 South China Sea”. 

9 (25) Singapore fiirther urged China to clarify 

10 its claims in the South China Sea lAtli more preci- 
1 ] siou as the (‘iirrent ambiguity as to their extent has 

12 caused serious concerns in the international mari- 

13 time eoinmunity. 

14 (26) The actions of the Govemment of the Feo- 

15 pie’s Eepublic of China in the South China Sea have 

16 also affected United States militaiy and maritime 

17 vessels transiting through international air space 

18 and waters, ineliidiiig the collision of a fighter plane 

19 of China with a United States surveillance plane in 

20 2001, the harassment of the USNS Impeccable in 

21 March 2009, and the collision of a Chinese sub- 

22 marine vritli the sonar cable of the USS John 

23 McCain in June 2009. 

24 (27) In Jufy 2010, People’s Daily, the official 
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newspaper of the Chinese Cominiimst Party, 


re- 
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1 ported that (teneral Ma Xiaotian, deputy (diief of the 

2 general staff of the People’s Liberation Ai-my, said 

3 that (Ihina “strongly opposed” (‘ombined iia,v;il exer- 

4 ciscs to be conducted in the West (Yellow) Sea by 

5 the United States and the Republic of Korea. 

6 (28) These exercises were to be conducted in 

7 international waters, as well as Republic of Korea 

8 territorial waters, in the weinity of the site of the 

9 March 2010 North Korean 10113640 attack on the 

10 South Korean militaiy vessel Gheonan, which re- 

] ] suited in 46 deaths. 

12 (29) These exercises were to include participa- 

13 tioii Iw the USS George Washington aircraft carrier 

14 group. 

15 (30) In July 2010, Chinese Major General Luo 

16 Yhiaii, a researdier at the Chinese A(*ademy of Mili- 

17 taiy Sciences, in an inteixdew with a Hong Kong TY 

18 station, stressed the impoitance of the YYllow Sea as 

19 “a gateway to China's ea|)ita] region” arid said that 

20 “if a U.S. aircraft carrier enters the Y^ellow Sea, it 

21 will become a liwng target”. 

22 (31) On July 23, 2010, Seeretaiy of State Hil- 

23 laiy Rodham Clinton stated at the Association of 

24 Southeast Asian Nations Regional Ponim that “the 
United States, like eveiy nation, has a national in- 
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1 terest in freedom of na\'igation, open ax-x-ess tx) 

2 Asia’s maritime commons, and respect for inter- 

3 national law in the South (Ihina Sea”. 

4 (32) Secretary Clinton fuitlicr expressed the 

5 support of the United States for the Declaration by 

6 the Association of Southeast Asian Nations and 

7 China in 2002 on the Conduct of Parties in the 

8 South China Sea, and stated, “The United States 

9 supports a collaborative diplomatic process by all 

10 daimants for resohdng the various territorial dis- 

] ] putes without <‘oercion.”. 

12 (33) On October 12, 2010, former Secretarj^ of 

13 Defense Robert Gates stated at the ASEAN Defense 

14 Ministers Meeting-Plus, “The U.S. position on maii- 

15 time security remains clear: we have a national in- 

16 terest in freedom of narigation; in unimpeded eco- 

17 nomic dexUopment and commerce; and in respect for 

18 international laws”. Former Secretaiy Gates further 

19 maintained “The United States has always exercised 

20 our rights and supported the rights of others to 

21 transit through, and ojjerate in, iuteriiatioiial 

22 waters.”. 

23 (34) On June 4, 2011, at the Shangyi-lja Dia- 

24 logue in Singapore, former Secretarj' Gates stated 

25 that “maritime security remains an issue of par- 
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1 ti(‘nlar importaiK'e for the region, witli (piestions 

2 about territorial claims and the appropriate use of 

3 the maritime d(»main presenting on-going diallenges 

4 to regional stability and piospciity’b 

5 (35) On June 5, 2011, at the Shangri-Tja Dia- 

6 loguc, Liang Guanglic, the .Defense Minister from 

7 China, said, “China is committed to maintaining 

8 peace and stability^ in the South China Sea.”. 

9 (36) On June 14, 2011, Hong Lei, the spokes- 

10 man for the Chinese Foreign Ministiy, stated that 

11 “China always upholds and has been committed to 

12 a proper resolution of differences and disputes over 

13 the South China Sea in a peaceful manner through 

14 bilateral direct negotiation and frienelly consultation 

15 with relevant countries.”. 

16 (37) On June 22, 2011, Chinese Vice Foreign 

17 Minister Cui Tiankai told reporters, in reference to 

18 the South China Sea disputes, that “I believe the iii- 

19 dividual countries arc actually playing with tire, and 

20 I hope the fire wall not be drawn to the United 

21 States.”. 

22 (38) On June 29, 2011, the Defense Ministiy 

23 of the People’s Republic of China stated that “Re- 

24 cent drills by the CMnese navy are routine and not 
comieeted to the situation in the South China Sea”, 
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1 further (-ailing for people to \ie\v the exerc-ises in a 

2 “rational'’ way. 

3 (.39) On April 8, 2012, a Philippine plane spot- 

4 ted eight Chinese fishing boats in the vicinity of the 

5 Scarborough Shoal, winch both coiititries claim. 

6 (40) A Philippine coast guard cutter and two 

7 Chinese maritime smweillaiice craft began a tense 

8 10-day standoff, with the Philippine vessel, citing 

9 the upcoming tj^alioon season, withdrawing but the 

10 Chinese ships remained in the area. Moreover, China 

1 1 (‘onstnnhed barriers to prevent Philippine vessels 

12 from entering the Scarborough Shoal wiiere it w-as 

13 repotted that Chinese flags w'ere raised. 

14 (41) A Chiticse foreign ministry spokesman 

15 condemned a long-planned joint military exercise be- 

16 tween the IJ.S. and the Philippines in April, saving 

17 “The major trend of the times in this region is peace 

18 and development. Military exercise does not rep- 

19 resent the major c-all of the times.”. 

20 (42) Iir Juire of 2012, Vietnam passed a law" 

21 claiming sovereignty over the Paracel and Spratly 

22 Islands arrd called for mutual respect for inter- 

23 national law.

(43) China (pii('My (-riti(-ized the law, with a. 
foreign ministry statemeirt ealiing it a “serious viola- 
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1 tion of (Jliina’s terrkorial sovereignty” and that 

2 China exjaressed its “resolute and vehement opposi- 

3 tion”. 

4 (44) In June of 2012, Cliiiia’s cabinet, the 

5 State Council, approved the establishmetit of a pre- 

6 fecturcdcvcl government in the city of Sausha to 

7 oversee the areas claimed by China in the South 

8 China Sea. 

9 (45) On June 23, 2012, the China National 

10 Offshore Oil Coiporation iimted bids for oil explo- 

1 1 ration in areas within 200 nanti(;al miles of the (‘.on- 

12 tinental shelf and exclusive economic zone of Viet- 

! 3 nani . 

14 (46) On June 28, 2012, the Cliincsc Defense 

15 Ministiy announced that militaiy authorities were 

16 (‘oiisidering’ establishing a militaiy presen(*-e in the 

17 prefecture eapitol of Sansha. 

18 (47) Also on June 28, Clhnese military press 

19 spokesman Senior Colonel Gcng Yansheng au- 

20 noiinced that the PliA had begun “regular, eombat- 

21 ready patrols” in the South China Sea. 

22 (48) On July 11, 2012, Chinese patrol ships 

23 wei-e spotted near the disputed Senkaku (Diaojutai) 

24 Islands in the East Cliina Sea. 
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1 (49) Wlien the Japanese ('.oast giiard told the 

2 Chinese ships to leave, the crew told them, “We are 

3 (‘oiidiKding official duty in Cliinese waters. Do not 

4 iiitcrfcr'c. Leave China’s tcriitoiial waters.”. 

5 (50) Japan’s Vice Foreign Minister Kenichrio 

6 Sasae called the exchange “extremely serious” and 

7 “unacceptable,” and a government spokesperson was 

8 quoted as sa, 3 ing, “Tt is clear that historically and le- 

9 gaily Senliaku is an inherent tenitoiy of Japan.”. 

10 (51) At the July 2012 ASEAN Eegional Forum 

1 1 (ARF), Seciretaiy Clinton said, “We believe the na- 

12 tions of the region should work collaboratively and 

13 diplomaticallv' to resolvn disputes without coercion, 

14 without intimidation, without threats, and without 

15 the use of force.”. 

16 (52) Although ASEAN has agreed on the ele- 

17 ments of the Code of Conduct (COC), Cliina stated 

1 8 that it would enter negotiations with ASEAN on the 

19 COC “when the time is ri[)c”. 

20 (53) A day following the conclusion of the AEF 

21 meeting on July 14, 2012, a Ghltiese naval warship 

22 ran aground while on patrol about 60 miles from the 

23 province of Palawan in the Philippines on TTalf 
Moon Shoal in the disputed Spratlys. 


24 
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1 (54) Wl'iile the grounded warship was in the 

2 process of remowng itself from the Half Moon Shoal 

3 a (lay later, Xinhua, announced that 30 (Chinese fish- 

4 ing boats, guarded by an official government ship, 

5 had set sail for the South China Sea. 

6 (55) On July 19, 2012, the Chinese Central 

7 Military Commission approved the establishment of 

8 the “miiitaiy defense and watch zone of Sansha” at 

9 the dmsion level. 

10 (56) On July’ 26, 2012, China then appointed 

1 1 a Chief Commander and a T*oliti(‘.a] Commissar of 

12 “the military defense aird watch zorre of Sansha”. 

13 (57) On July 2-3, 2012, Philippine President 

14 P>cirigiro Aquino 111 announced in his state of the 

15 nation address that the Philippines had purchased 

16 more than 40 military’ ainTaft, iiiduding atta(*k heli- 

17 copters and two refurbished C-130 cargo planes, as 

18 well as a seeoird former H.S. Coast Guard cutter. 

19 (58) In the nationally tidcviscd address before 

20 Congress, Pi-esiderit Aquino stressed that he rvould 

21 not bach down to Chinese pressure, sa,yiug “T do not 

22 thiirli it excessive to ask that our rights be respected, 

23 just as we respect their rights as a fellow nation in 

a rvorld we need to share.”. 
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1 (59) A (lay earlier, on July 22, (lliina’s (Central 

2 Militaiy Commission approved the deplojmient of a 

3 garrison of soldiers to guard CMnese daims in the 

4 Spratlys, the Paracels and the Macclesfield P>ank. 

5 (60) On July 24, 2012, China declared a new 

6 municipality on Yongxing, or Woody Island, whci'c

9 (61) A State Department spokeswoman said 

10 that the ITnited States is eoncemed about such “uni-
